The 
latter stoned the Jews, who defended 
themselves with revolvers, wounding scv- 
eral of the attacking party, but not sert- 
ously. Reports of the encounter quickly 
spreading, aroused the Christian populace 
to frenzy. The Jews also banded to- 
gether for mutual protection. The dis- 
order culminated on May 7 in a pitched 
battle between Jews and Christians 
the public square in the center of 
city.

Reval, European Russia, May 1!10.—At 
a large meeting of workmen here today, 
which was attended by delegates from 
St. Petersburg and a number of masked 
men, it was decided to proclaim a three 
days’ strike in connection with labor 
day (May’ 14). It was further deter- 
mined to serve fresh demands on. em- 
ployers coupled with the intimation if 
they were not complied with: inside of 
twelve hours the destruction of the fac- 
tories by fire would follow.

Tula, Central Russia, May 10.—While 
peasants today were burning the resi- 
dence of Count Bobrinsk they seized a 
priest, wno tried to persuade them to 
help him extinguish the flames, and 
were, with difficulty, prevented from 
throwing him into the fire. 


Brutality of Cossacks. 
Byelostok, Southwest Russia, May 10.— 
-The town council] has entered a complaint 
of brutality against the Cossacks here, 
declaring that their ill treatment of the 
populace is arousing a spirit of revenge 
and increasing the danger of the situa- 


tion.

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Magnate Hill om the Panama Canal. 
A signifcant admission was that 
made by James J. Hill, president of 
the Great Northern railroad, proba- 
bly the greatest railroad promoter 
and commercial developer in the 
United States, when he declared the 
Other day that the completion of the 
Panama canal would witness compe- 
tition with the waterway on the part 
of the transcontinental railroads that 
would make the canal unprofitable 
as a toll gatherer. What eMr. Hill 
meant, clearly, was that the rail- 
roads which now do the transconti- 
nental freight business of the coun- 
try will meet the lower water rate, 
resulting, as he thinks, in the reten- 
tion of the traffic by the roads, 
Since they would enjoy the ad- 
vantage of quicker time. This would 
probably be true of trade with the 
Pacific slope, but it is by no means 
certain it would apply to our foreign 
trade with either the west coast of 
South America or the Orient. 
American shippers and receivers of 
freight—the manufacturers, whole- 
salers and exporters of the country 
—will welcome the Hill declaration 
as .a signal vindication of one of the 
prime objects of building the Pana- 
ma canal. Aside from its strategic 
value to the nation in a military way, 
which is very great, the isthmian 
canal is designed ,to equalize our 
transportation problems and contrib- 
ute to national development by 
cheapening the cost of transporta- 
tion. If the canal results in rail- 
road rates being readjusted to a com- 


i petitive basis, it will have completee 
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| canal

Doubtless Mr. Hill’s animus in say- 
ing what he did was to throw cold 
water on the canal as a financial 
project and spread abroad the im- 
pression that this $140,000,000 tin- 
vestment by Uncle Sam is going to 
find itself on the wrong side of the 
ledger. But Mr. Hill has not con- 
veyed and cannot convey such 
an impression. If the. Panama 
did*® nothing more than 
bring railroads to competitive terms 
it would have handsomely rewarded 
the vast expenditure in the influ- 
ence exerted on the upbuilding of 
American commerce and ifdustry. 
The per cent it would thus pay on 
the investment would be fabulous. 
Millions and millions of dollars 
would be saved to and added to 
the wealth of the country in the sav- 
ing in rates of transportation ani 
the increase of wealth-producing en- 
terprises and the increased output 
of present established enterprises of 
the sort. 

But it is preposterous to suppose 
for a moment that the competition 
of the railroads, however large a fac- 
tor it may be in the finances of the 
canal, can deprive the Panama <a- 
nal of the* profit that must inevitably

DR. C. E. DOWMAN EXPLAINS. 


ae 


in General in His 
Talk. 

In reference to his talk Tuesday be- 
fore ‘the State Sociological Society, ex- 
tracts from which were used in The 
Constitution yesterday, Dr. C E. Dow- 
man has written the following card of 
explanation: 

“Editor Constitution: I always try to 
cultivate in the most cordial relations 
to the reporters for our newspapers, 
and when speaking in a public capacity 
have no objection to the publication 
of my utterances. 

“I regret, therefore, to have to enter 
my protest against the use of some ex- 
pressions credited to me in the discus- 
sion of yesterday afternoon before the 
sociological society. 

“I was invited .to take part in the dis- 
cussion of the paper by Dr. Kime on 
‘The Defects of Our Educational Sys- 
tems,’ and what I said had-reference to 
our educational system in general and 
not to the public school of Atlanta or 
of any other city. 

“I did, however, say that our system 
in Atlanta was remarkably free from 
some of the defects I pointed out. 

“I most emphatically disclaim any ar- 
raignment of the public school system 
of Atlanta. 

“Our public schools are among the 
chief factors of our national life. But 
no human institution is perfect, and it 
is therefore a proper subject for criti- 
cism and ic capable of improvement. 

“I did mot characterize - the public 
school system of Atlanta as ‘a perfect 
farce.’ 

“I did not say that ‘the public school 
system took no particular pains to make 
the child physically perfect,’ but that 
.one defect was the tendency ‘to cram’ 
the.mind without due regard for the 
bodily welfare of the child, but that 
this defect was being remedied. 

“I did say, andIdo hold, that the di- 
vorce of education from religious instruc- 
Aion was the bane of our public school 
system, and that the moral life could 
not be regulated by a set of external 
principles, but that the heart must be 
brought under the influence of a trans- 
forming power. I stated that the fail- 
ure of the ethical instruction of our 
public schools was seen in the fact that 
our prisons were being filled with edu- 
cated criminals. I paid the highest 
tribute to the character and worth of 
our teachers by saying that the illus- 
tration of the virtues of patience, gen- 
tleness, love, self-sacrifice, set forth” in 
their lives did much to compensate for 
the nonreligious training of our public 


schools. 

“IT have always been the friend of 
our public schools, and I only seek to 
point out their defects, as I see them,

Chief 
Jennings thereupon went before each of 
the-three watches and made the follow- 
ing official announcement: 

“T am instructed by the board of 
police commissioners to say to you that 
hereafter no member of this force need 
look for anything less than a dismissal 
from the force if he drinks to excess. 
It makes no difference whether he is oft 
or on duty or how he is dressed or 
where he may be. So take warning, 
and I trust that we shall have no more 
trouble on this line.”’ 

Old and New Rules. 

There was an old rule in the police de- 
partment which called for the dismissal 
of any officer who drank to excess; but 
the Key ordinance changed this and 
placed it in the discretion of the board 
whether or not a man should be sus- 
pended or fired. Since then a few men 
who drank a little too much were given 
suspensions. But now the new rule has

Besides this, Italy 
maintains friendly relations with Turkey, 
which ties technically have become closer 
and if Italy occupied the territory be- 
longing to the Ottoman empire it would 
encourage those who wish for dismem- 
berment of'that empire, whereas its in- 
tegrity is one of the fundamental bases 
of Italian foreign policy. 

Although Italy does not intend to occu- 
py Tripoli af present, Italy wishes her in- 
fluence to be predominant there in the 
economic fleld, an influence to which she 
considerers herself entitled.
